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Superior Court to Issue Injunction 


n a hushed and dramatically tense 
two minutes, Superior Court Judge 
Frank M. Padden on Monday, No- 

vember 15, 1954, handed down the de- 
cision for which the Chicago Dental So- 
ciety and the people of Illinois have 
waited for four long and costly years— 
costly not only in time, effort, and money 
but even more costly in terms of harm 
done to the oral health of the public. 

In his decision Judge Padden, with 
four minor exceptions, upheld the find- 
ings and recommendations of Master 
Frank S. Righeimer, whose report went 
to the Superior Court on March 1, 1954. 
This decision means that permanent in- 
junctions will be issued against twenty- 
five dental laboratories, as set forth in the 
Master’s report. Final decrees will be 
handed down by Judge Padden at 2:30 
p.m. on Tuesday, November 30. 

This victory for organized dentistry 
and the ethical dental laboratories should 
and can have far-reaching and effective 
results in the improvement of dental 
services to the public in Illinois. Its in- 
fluence will be felt in other states. The 
constitutionality of the Dental Practice 
Act has been upheld and it has been made 
most clear that dental laboratories legally 
may not “make, reproduce, repair or 
offer to make, reproduce, or repair den- 
tures, plates, or any other dental pros- 
thetic device for the public.” 

The firm of Eckert, Peterson, and 
Lowry has guided the dental socicty 


throughout the course of this suit. During 
the year that Dr. Robert J. Wells was 
president, Mr. Owen Rall and Mr. Tim 
Lowry, of the above mentioned law firm, 
brought to the Board of Directors a rec- 
ommendation that the injunction relief 
provided in the Dental Practice Act be 
invoked since criminal actions were not 
effective and since the illegal practice of 
dentistry was increasing. Attorney John 
R. Porter drafted the original complaint 
and in October 1950 it was filed in the 
Superior Court of Cook County. Mr. 
Porter has been actively in charge of 
legal proceedings since that date. 

Since Dr. Well’s administration, this 
laboratory problem has been one of ma- 
jor concern to organized dentistry and 
the following past-presidents of the Chi- 
cago Dental Society have contributed 
effectively to the successful furtherarice 
of the suit: Dr. George Edward Meyer, 
Dr. Arno L. Brett, Dr. Edwin W. Bau- 
mann, Dr. James H. Keith, Dr. Elmer 
Ebert, and our current leader, Dr. Sam- 
uel R. Kleiman. 

The suit was assigned originally to 
Judge Samuel B. Epstein. It then went 
to Judge John F. Haas, and final decision 
was made by Judge Padden. It is antici- 
pated that an appeal will be made to the 
Supreme Court of Illinois in an attempt 
to set aside the decision of the Superior 
Court. 

The winning of this suit does not in it- 
self guarantee anything to organized den- 
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tistry, to ethical dental laboratories, or to 
the public. A permanent injunction 
merely sets the stage and provides legal 
means whereby constant check can be 
kept on the involved laboratories. Re- 
sponsibility for the implementation of 
this surveillance rests upon members of 
the Chicago Dental Society. Any viola- 
tion of the injunction will result in pro- 
ceedings similar to those involved in con- 
tempt of court action. 

Your Legislative and Law Enforce- 


ment Committee, the officers and direc- 
tors of the dental society, therefore, call 
upon all members to report immediately 
any information relative to the names of 
persons having dental services performed 
in dental laboratories or by dental tech- 
nicians; newspaper or other advertising 
by dental laboratories, the display of den- 
tures in windows, and neon signs. Our 
long and costly battle will not have been 
won except for the continued vigilance 
of all dentists and ethical laboratory men. 


Ad-Labs Seek Injunction Against 


Law Enforcement 


ix illegal dental laboratories, on Fri- 

day, November 12, 1954 petitioned 
the Cook County Court to issue an in- 
junction restraining the Chicago Dental 
Society, the Illinois Department of Reg- 
istration and Education, and the State’s 
Attorney of Cook County from prosecut- 
ing dental laboratories acting in violation 
of the Act. Our attorneys appeared be- 
fore Judge Cornelius Harrington and a 
hearing date was set for 10:30 a.m. on 
Thursday, November 18. 

The complaint asks that the defend- 
ants be enjoined from bringing or caus- 
ing to be brought any suit or criminal 
prosecution against dental laboratories or 
employees of such laboratories in Chi- 
cago. Complaint charges a conspiracy 
between the Department and the State’s 


Attorney, and Chicago Dental Society to 
harass certain dental laboratories. It al- 
leges that the purpose of this harassment 
is to cause the public to be forced to go 
to licensed dentists for denture services. 

When illegal dental laboratories take 
action such as this it indicates that our 
legislative and law enforcement program 
has begun to hurt. They allege that they 
are beginning to have difficulty in em- 
ploying and keeping technicians because 
of fear of arrest and that their business 
from the public is being curtailed. 

We must be aware, however, that legal 
action such as this can be expensive to us 
and theoretically can constitute a serious 
delaying action. It shows that the organ- 
ization of illegal laboratories is capable 
of considerable resistance.

IS THERE A 
THERAPEUTIC DENTIFRICE? 


The Journal of the American Medical 
Association editorializes on the question, 
“Is there a therapeutic dentiirice?”, and 
in answering the question the Journal 
defines, examines and considers the same. 

The name is a misnomer since we seek 
a prophylactic rather than a curative 
effect. 

The generally accepted concept of den- 
tal caries is described and the difficulties 
involved in evaluating clinical studies are 
enumerated. 

Of the antibiotics studied in relation 
to caries, penicillin has had most con- 
sideration. Its performance in vitro has 
not been duplicated clinically and pro- 
longed use may produce resistant strains 
of organisms. Its use in a dentifrice is not 
advised. 

It is known that ammonia and urea 
will inhibit lactobacilli count in vitro 
under conditions of a neutral or alkaline 
p-H. medium with relative deficiency of 
potassium and sodium. Clinically, the ef- 
fectiveness of ammoniated dentifrices has 
not yet been established. 

Of the water soluble chlorophyll de- 
rivatives, that fraction which is deodorant 
has not been isolated and its mechanism 
of action is unknown. While in the 
mouth, these are effective but they are 
diluted by saliva and any claim that 
they are effective for hours is probably 
false. The results of laboratory experi- 
ments with enzyme inhibitors or “auto 
enzymes” are conflicting and clinical 
studies are still in the early stage. 

It is noted that the Council on Dental 
Therapeutics of the American Dental 
Association does not today recognize that 
any dentifrice is therapeutic. 

Fluoridation at present is the only pro- 
cedure for large scale control of caries.—

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HYPNOSIS AND PSYCHOLOGY 


In the practice of dentistry we must 
control the patient’s behavior while in 
the chair and, in expecting him to follow 
our instructions for the care of the mouth 
at home, we attempt to control segments 
of that behavior in daily life. 

Of the many ways on controlling be- 
havior there are (1) manual manipula- 
tion as in moving the head or grasping 
the jaw; (2) the use of drugs as in anes- 
thesia, local or general; (3) the use or 
threat of punishment or undesirable con- 
sequences as exemplified by the threat of 
loss of the teeth if a bridge should not be 
made; (4) the use of a reward in the 
form of esthetic improvement, praise for 
behavior and judgment or, as in the case 
of children, small toys; (5) the use of 
reason—this refers to natural and logical 
relationships, rather than to punishment 
or reward and is time-consuming and for 
the most part ineffective, as shown by 
politicians who usually find it necessary 
to appeal to emotions and often rely on 
prejudice in their efforts to control be- 
havior. 

The sixth means is the power of sug- 
gestion. All normal people will, under the 
proper conditions, accept an idea with- 
out analysis or criticism. This idea would 
partly or completely control behavior and 
its acceptance depends on the prestige of 
the source, ignorance on the part of the 
recipient, its consistency with previous 
prejudices and its correspondence to pre- 
vailing social thought. 

Suggestion refers to hypnosis in which 
an individual is hypersuggestible. Hyp- 
nosis is effective with extremely appre- 
hensive people, and with the headbob- 
bers, gaggers, rinsers, conversationalists, 
etc. 

Hypnosis is not a substitute of chem- 
ical anesthesia. Some individuals need

too much training, and hypnosis for rou- 
tine, general dental use is not practical. 

Among the advantages of hypnosis are 
its lack of side effects, its abrupt termina- 
tion and the fact that it can be shifted 
from one region to another. Again in 
some people the use of post-hypnotic sug- 
gestion might control postoperative dis- 
comfort, mouth hygiene, tongue thrust- 
ing or thumb sucking.—By W. T. Heron.
